The Garriſon loft inthis 
Action but 200 men, with: ſome Officers of Note, who were 
kilPd, and ſome few wounded. 

27th, His Majeſty left the Camp betore the Caſtle, and 
put himſelf at the Head of the Army at /azy 3 and ob- 
ſerving the French Army to quit their Tents, and march 
in Order of Battle, as if they mcant to come to Action, the 
King alſo embattelPd his Army, and was ready to receive 
them, and lay all night under their Arms. But the French 
only appear'd .before their Lines, and attack'd an Ont- 
Guard, but were ſoon repuls'd, and came on no more. The 
Breaches in the Caſtle and in the Forts are now wide 
enough for an Aſſault, which is re{olv'd in aday or two: 
and all things are diſpoſing to that purpoſe. 

The Grand Viſer 1s arriv'd at Belgrade, and has laid a 
Bridge over the Save. The number of the Tirrkifh Army 
35s not yet certainly known 5 bur "tis confirni'd that the 
Cham of Tartary.isreturn'd home to detend his own Coun- 
try againſt the Moſcovites. 

The Eleftor of Saxoxy 1s arriv'd in the Imperial Camp- 
at Fuſack : He came by Water from Buda, and was re- 
ceiv'd at his Landing by General Caprara, and the Prin- 
cipal Officers, with a Diſcharge of all the Artillery of the 
Army. 

30th. A general Aſſault was made upon the Caſtle of 
Namur, the Cohorne, and Cazoite -Forts. The Exeliſh and 
Sceats under the Command of my Lord Czts, attack'd rhe 
Counterſcarp and Breach of the Terra Nova, being a.De- 
tachment of Crenadiers from the Army, and four Regi- 
ments of Foot. Three thouſand Spaniards and Bavarians: 
with Count Rzvera, a Major General, at the Head of them,. 
attack*d the Cohorne on the ſide next the Terra Nova. Two: 
thouſand Brandenburghers under the ConduQt of Major 
General /e Cave, attack'd the Cohorne on the Right of the 
Spaniards, Major General . Swerin attack'd the Cazotte with 
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3000 Dutch ; and a Collonel with about 2000 men attack- 
ed the Lower Town. The Engliſh and Scots advanc'd with 
great Conrage and Reſolution, and gam'd the top of the 
Breach through abundance of Fire on both fides, bur found 
the Enemy ſo advantageouſly poſted and intrench*d behind 
the Breache, with the Ground on their ſ1de fo very bad, 
{9 that they conld not advance in any Front,and ſo thought 


fit to retire. The Spaniſh Major General was kill'd npon 


2pproaching the Cohorre 3; but the Bavarians took Poſt up- 
on an Angle of the Counterſcarp, ahd maintain'd a hot 
Firewith the French, who diſputed hard to diſlodge them. 
And when moſt of the Bavarian Officers of the 
Guards were kill'd and wounded, and that the other 
Regiments had ſuffer*d very much, the Enemy continu- 
ing their Fire with a great deal of Obitinacy, the Ezgli/h 
who had left the Terra Nova, not being able to do any 
thing on that fide, ſupported the Spariards and Bavarians, 
with my Lord Cutts at the Head of them who at the ſame 
time order'd a Lieutenant of Collonel Mackay's Regiment 
with 30 men to paſs the Palifadesand attack a Battery of 
the Enemies, which he ſucceſsfully executed, turning 7 of 
their own Cannon againſt them, ſecuring at the ſame time 
ſome of their Mines : the Engliſh and Bavarians planting 
their Colours on the Paliſades, afterwards made a very 
good Lodgment. 

During this A&tion,Major General de Cave with the Bran- 
denburghers, 2nd Major General Swerin with the Dutch, 
each of them made a Lodgment, which put the French 
upon thought of Capitulation 5 which they now defire, and 
Hoſtages are exchanged. In this -brisk Aſſault my Lord 
Cutts was wounded, together with 54 Commiſiton'd Offi- 
cers, and 682 private Centinels, and 19 'Commidion'd Of- 
ficers, and 329 private Soldiers killd, being the whole 
that were loft and diſabled of the Detachment which my 


Lord Citts commanded ia that Service. The Befieg'd —_ 
ave 
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have capitulated but for the Coborn alone, but being re- 
Tefusd they agreed- for the whole 3 they demanded 10 
dates to exped&- Succours, but were only granted , the 
Articles were ſuch as are uſual, 

Sept. 2d. This morning the  Capitulation for the ſur- 
render of the Caſtle, and all the other Forts and Works 
of Namur was ſign'd, and the Allies immediately touk 
poſſeſſion of part of the outworks. The Articles are tov 
long and tedious to mention, it ſhall ſuffice to ſay that 
the French behav*d themſejves very well in the defence of 
the place, deſerv'd and had very good conditions. 

The Mareſchal de Villeroy the French General at the head 
of a hundered thouſand Men drawn from the Rhine, the 
Coaſts and other parts of France, had the great pleaſure and 
ſarisfa4ion to be Spectators of the Bravery and Conduct 
of tte Allies, who in ſight of this vaſt Army, the Flower 
of all France, attack'd' and to)k it famly, inch by inch, 
with Sw ord 1n hand, and not with treachcrous Gold, as 
the French us'd to doit; and what yet raites the Valour 
and advances tl e Honcur of the Contcderates, the Gar» 
riſon was a ſmall Army conſiſting according to their own 
accounts of 14000c fighting Men, all choſen Troops, with 
a Mareſchal of France, and feveral General Officers and 
Principal Engineers, to encourage them, and were well 
provided with a!l things neceſjary to make a ſtout De- 
tence, to which may be added the ſtrength of the Place, 
by new and conſiderable Works, which coſt no leſs than 
three bundred thouſand Pound Sterling, which occaſion'd 
Mounſieur to believe it to be Impregnable, and put the 
French King himſelf upon afſuring the Foreign Miniſters at _, 
his Court, that coſt it what it wou'd, it ſhould be reliey'd, 
tao hi-Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty was. extremly baull®d when 
he found the Contrary.

7th. N. S. Palamos in Catalonia is actually beſieged by 
the Spaniſh Army, and Admiral Ryffel wascome before it, 
and had landed 3000 men to affiſt them, and had 
fired 120 Bombs into the Town with good ſucceſs, but 
the Troops from Flanders having joyned the Spaniards, 
and the Exgliþ Admiral receiving intelligence that the

12th, The French Army is encamped at Cambron near 
Aeth. and the Army of the Allies at Limbeck. 

The unexpected Return of Admiral Rafe! on the 
Coaſt of Province, has not only allarumed- em nyghti- 
ly, but broke ticir meaſures, for the Troops which 
have been their Guards this Summer, were on their
